Judge Wallace's decision adverse to the legal 
ity of collecting delinquent city taxes under 
what is known as Bill 300 was the subject of 
much interest and discussion in official circles 
yesterday. Notwithstanding the developments 
in the Poliee Board mbroglio which had claimed 
the earnest attention of à large number, it was 
looked upon by the members of the City Gov- 
ernment as a matter of much graver importance, 
Sheridan, Colvin, Duolap, Behm, and the vari- 
ous parties to the tiresome police squabble, were 
forgotten in the general interest which was 
excited by this topic. It made but very little 
difference to anybody apparently which side of 
the fight was siead. Whether Sheridan still 
heid stubborn possession or had returned to the 
butcher business mattered very little beside 3 
decision which might involve a loss to the gity 
of half a million or so of dollars. 

As ita import begun to bé understood, a buzz 
went round the building thas the offices of 
CITY COLLECTOR, CITY ASSESSOR, AND TAX-CoM- 

: MISSIONER 
were to be abolished. The clerks of these sey- 
eral departments, discerning that sach might be 
the. possible effect of the decision, chatsered 
about it, and gave the rumor a good send-off ; 
and the head officials themselves did not appear 
ta be without considerable apprehen- 
Won. All this created a sensation which 
eclipsed the  atizaction of the police 
row. As the consequences of decision be- 
came better appreciated it provaked much in- 

uiry, and those who wers Posted by reason of 
their close relations to matter connected with 
taxation were bésioged for information.

The decision of Judge Wallace is in facta 
matter of the utmost importance. It possibly 
invalidates the city’s claim to the uncollected 
taxes of 1872, 1873, and 1874. If it is sustained 
by the Supreme Court it will certainly necessi- 
tate gpecial legislation to collect them, in which 
event the city. will», be deprived of 
$1,500,000 of revenue for at. least a 

year, and perhaps a longer time. It necessitates 
an immechate adoption of the other method of 
collecting city taxes to avoid risking the loss of 
the taves for 1875. 

The provisiens of Bill 300 age no doubt well 
understood by has’ A tax-payer or tax-tighter. 
Under the General. Revenue law the Council is 
obliged to certify to the County Olerk the 
amount of revenue it needed for the current 
year, That official, taking the list of qty. prop- 
erty as returned by the County Assessors, 
then proceeds to extend “theréon ~ such 
rate of tax as rodute ‘the 
revenue required by the city, the same is 
then collected by the County Collector. Bill 300 
was enacted to avoid this by allowing the Geuncil 
to certify to the City Collector the amount need- 
ed for a year’s current expenses, he to colléct it 
upon u valuation farni*hed by the City Assessor.

“OLO PROB.” 
HE PROPOSES TO EXTEND HIS OBSERVATIONS. 
Special Dispaieh te The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasaineton, D. C., Aug. 6.—As the Inter- 
national Convention of Meteorologists, held at 
Vienna in 1878, Gen. Myer, representing the 
Signal Bureau of the United States, suggested 
that as soon as possible there be established a 
bulletin of international, simultaneous, meteoro- 
logical observations, with « view at no distant 
dey of exchanging, by cable and telegraph, 
probabilities of the weather in all parts of the 
globe. The idea was not only approved, but the 
most earnest support promised. In order to 
make the bulletin a perfeet success, a 
project covering so much ground and 
requiring correspondence with scientists 
remote from civilization could not 
be carried into immediate effect, but it is satis- 
factory to know that it has been successfully in- 
augurated, and that already 
FIFTEEN DAILY BULLATING, 
embracing reports from 600 stations, have been 
issued and transmitted to the observers. The 
observation is made daily at half-past 7 o'clock, 
Washington time, and the result promptiy for- 
warded by mail to the central m 
office of the country, where the observer is 
stationed. The plan of exchange is similar to 
that carried out by the Smithsonian In- 
stitute. The United States, for instance, 
bas nearly ope-fourth of all the Sta- 
tions,  contnibutiag reports from 140 
centres. In Alaska there are two stations. one 
of thé Island of St. Paul, of the Aleutian group, 
and the other on the continent near the mouth 
of the Yazoo River, near Fort St. Michael.

An indian Burial in Oregon. 

Indian — 4 A. Huntington writes to the 
Paejic Christian Advocate, of Portlaud. Oregon, 
from Neah Day Todian Reservation an account 
of the first Christian burial among the Makah 
tribe of Indians. He says: 

The fear of a human corpse, the fear of be- 
ing brought in contact = it, or with apything 
that has touched i is absolutely pitiable as 
seen among these Indians. A little girl con- 
nected with our mission-school died this morn- 
ing (June 14), and it was resolved to give her a 
Obristian burial. The India mode is to remove 
the corpse off the premises instantly after the 
Breath leaves the body, and as they have a gu- 
perstition that if carried through the door of 
the house the first n that passes through 
the door is to die soon afterward, the 

eneral custom is to make an opening through 
the side ot the house, through which the body is 
passed out, and then the opening is closed. 
This makes the exit of the dead possible without 
endangering the life of the other inmates. 

“But the body of this child was taken in 
charge by the Agent. Sue was property laid out 
immediately after death, and none of the In- 
dians were allowed to interfere while a good 
coffin was made by the reservation carpenter. A 
grave was dug at à point near where the school 
is kept, the funeral was appointed at 8 o’cicck, 
aud all the Indians invited to attend. The dis- 
tatice from Neah Bay to the grave is? mifes, and 
it was necessery to carry the oomn in a canoe, 
The head chief of the tribe, a man of more intelli- 
gence and more manhood than any other Indian

Young Mr. Porr, in his anxiety to con- 
trovert the report of the Chicago architects 
in reference to the Custom House, is reduced 
to the dire nocessity of splitting hairs. After 
having had another twenty-four hours in 
which to study up technicalities and formu- 
late theories, he has accomplished an aston- 
ishing mathematical calculation, and has also 
demonstrated his architectural ingenuity in 
putting together words so as to convey the 
desired meaning. He figures out to his en- 
tire satisfaction that the Chicago architects 
never learned the multiplication table, and 


| that they were guilty of a gross blunder 


in calculating that a surface 2 feet 
wide and 2 feet 4 inches long cov 
ered an asren of only 4% square 
feet; whereas, according to Porrsr’s arith- 
metic, such dimensions would cover an area 
of 7 feet. Thus Poris smashes the pier- 
tests of the Chicago investigators by proving 
that twice 2 is not 4. In an equally coi- 
clusive manner he proves that the local archi- 
tects do not advise the resumption of work 
on the building, but simply state the possi- 
bility. That this construction of the mean- 
ing of language is on a par with Porrzr’s new 
multiplication table will readily ap when 
it is remembered what the Chicago architects 
actually did say in their report, viz.: 
Pirst—That there is no evidence of weakness or in- 


stability in the p-esent structure. 

Second—That the foundations are sufficient, with the 
precautions suggested in this report, to carry the load 
contemplated by the design. 

The Commission is of the opinion that work on the 
building could be resumed (with the precautions sug- 
gested) and carried on to completion. 


The intention of the seven signers of this 
report is perfectly clear to people of ordinary 
intelligence. They mean that the founda 
tions, with the slight changes suggested, 
are sufficient for their purposes, and that 
work on the building could be properly 
resumed, and that, such being the case, the 
work ought to be resumed. Let young Mr, 
Porrzern push back his hair and try again.

THE DEBT OF THE CITY OF CHICAGO. 
The Chicago Times boldly and deliberately 
proposes that between three and four mill- 
ions of the current indebtedness of the City 
of Chicago be repudiated, and gives notice of 
an appeal to the courts to restrain its pay- 
ment and to declare its illegality. As such a 
publication is calculated to injure the charac- 
ter of the city to the extent that the want of 
character of that sheet can do it, an explana- 
tion and a correction of the Times’ statement 
of pretended facts is necessary. That paper 
states that in 1870 the bonded debt of the 
city was $12,000,000; that, in order to avoid 
the prohibitions of the new Constitution, 
bonds were @old increasing this debt to 
$16,000,000; that, in consequence of the 
fire, the State of Illinois relieved the city of 
the three million river-improvement debt, 
reducing the whole debt to $14,000,000; that 
the value of the taxable property in the city 
at the last assessment for State and county 
purposes was $110,650,275; that, under the 
restrictions of the Constitution, the limit of 
debt allowed ‘to the city is 5 pyr cent of the 
assessed value of taxable property, or $5,532,- 
513; that the city, in April, 1875, had out- 
standing interest-bearing certificates of in- 
debtedness amounting to $3,504,894; that 
since then $3,000,000 of other certificates 
have been issued, showing a total debt :

What follows will show that, since the adoption ot 
the Constitution of 1870, the “ city authorities ” have 
deliberately, wantonly, and wickedly violated one of 
its plainest provisions for the security of the rights of 
citizens ; that they have proceeded deliberately to add 
millions of dollars to a city debt already transcending 
the constitutional limit by more than 160 per cent; 
that, no longer ago than the month of May, they added 
some $3,000,000 to the city debt without the slightest 
authority of law, and in plain violation of the positive 
limitation of the Constitution, 
Now for the facts. On the Ist of Decem- 
ber, 1869, the bonded debt of the city was 
$10,044,500; floating debt, $714,373. On 
Dec. 1, 1870, at the time of the adoption of 
the Constitution, the funded debt was $13,- 
934,000, and on the Ist of December, 1871, it 
was $13,546,000, which is the precise sum 
which was dne April 1, 1875. The bonded 
debt has therefore not been increased a dollar 
since the Constitution was adopted in August, 
1870. After the great fire in 1871, the State 
did not relieve the city of ita debt for the 
canal improvement; it advanced the city the 
money secured by lien on the canal for that 
work to repair certain losses, leaving the city 
to pay the debt at maturity just the same as 
before. The next error is in putting the 
value of taxable property in the city as 
assessed for State and county purposes at 
$110,650,275. The last State and county 
assessment of the taxable property in this 
city was, in round numbers, $225,000,000, 
which at 5 per cent warranted a debt of 
$12,750,000, or within $750,000 of the limit 
authorized by the Constitution to be created. 
The constitutional provision on this subject 
reads as follows: 
No eounty, city, township, school district, or other 
corporation, shall be allowed to become in- 
debted in any manner or for any purpose to an 
amount, including existing indebtedness, in the aggre- 
gate exceeding 5 per cent on the value of the taxable 
therein, to be ascertained by the last assess- 
ment for State and county taxes previous to the in- 


the Gty has heretofore, or may hereafter, 
fail to collect any general tax, or in case the 
receipts of revenue should fall short of the 
amounts it shall be lawful to 
borrow a sufficient amount to cover such de- 
ficiency for any time not exceeding the close 
of the next municipal year, and to issue cer- 
tificates of indebtedness therefor, the same 
to be provided for in the next annual appro- 
propriation bill. 

Sec. 50 authorizes the city to make all 

loans due June 1 of each year. 
Here is the authority under which the 


meet expenditures occurring 
collection of taxes, to meet appropris- 
tions for which the tax levied’ had not 
been collected or failed, and to mest tem- 
porary deficiencies in the revenue. A no- 
table instance of this kind occurred in 1871. 
The appropriations for that year had been 
made and had largely been expended; the 
fire occurred before the tax was levied; the 
property being destroyed, there was u fail: 
ure of 50 per cent of the revenue relied on to 
meet the To cover the de- 
ficiency, certificates of indebtedness were is- 
sued. From various causes, and especially 
the non-collection of taxes owing to the de- 
fects of the special laws under which the city 
has been so vainly and hopelessly endeavor- 
ing to collect revenue, this deficiency has 
gone on increasing from year to year, and 


tificates of indebtedness. It now amounts to 
about $4,000,000. 

Now, what are these certificates of indebt- 
edness? They are in every case issued to 
‘the holder of any lawful claim arising against 
the city, under an appropriation made to be 
paid out of the current revenue for which a 
tax has been laid. In other words, the city 
has originally authorized an expenditure as 
provided by an ordinance under its charter, 
and made an appropriation therefor, and lev- 
ied a tax to supply the money to pay the 
same. When the contractor or other person 
applies for his money, the Comptroller in- 
forms him that the tax levied to produce the 
money to pay that expense has not yet been 
collected; that when the tax is collected the 
bill will be paid; but in the meantime, until 
the tax is collected, the city will issue a 
voucher called a certificate of indebtedness, — 
an audited Dill,—certified by the Comptroller 
to be correct, and to be paid out of the reve- 
nue to be collected, for which taxes have 
been or are to be levied. These. certificates 
of indebtedness are not bonds; they are 
not, in the sense of the Constitution, addi- 
tions to the public debt. They, are merely 
evidences that the city has authorized a cer- 
tain expenditure, has made an appropriation 
therefor, has levied a tax to produce the money; 
that the service for which the appropriation 
was made has been rendered; and that, on 
or before the Ist of next June, the tax be- 
ing collected, the city will pay for the same. 
That is not and has never been considered 
by any court or government as anything but 
a certificate that there is due to the holder of 
the paper the amount named therein, payable 
out of the first moneys collected from the 
tax levied for that purpose. It is no addition 
to the city debt. It is no addition to the 
city expenditure. It does not increase the 
appropriations. It is an order on the Treas- 
urer, payable out of the taxes levied there- 
for, when the same shall be collected. 

It does not change the character of the 
certificate that it is from time to time renew- 
ed by the issue of a new one in place of the 
original; the certificate remains the same: an 
evidence that the holder is entitled to the 
amount named when the tax levied therefor 
shall be collected. Nor is its character chang- 
ed by the fact that the certificate bears inter- 
est; there is no legal prohibition of the 
payment of interest upon claims or audited 
bills against the city, provided there be an 
appropriation to pay the interest. Strictly 
and legally speaking, these certificates are 
orders on the Treasury for the payment of 
money when the tax levied therefor shall be 
collected. “The tax-warrants providing the 
revenue for this purpose are the assets in the 
hands of the city from which these certifi- 
gates are to be paid. 

The proposition that the city shall repu- 
diate these certificates, or in any form seek 
to evade their payment, will be spurned by 
every reputable citizen of Chicago. The 
proposition itself is a piece of demagogery 
which will receive no countenance. While 
we concede that the City Government 
is directly responsible for much of the 
present embarrassment and for the failure 
to collect the taxes, we know that we repre- 
sent the universal sentiment of the people of 
Chicago that there be no repudiation of any 
city obligation, cost what it may.

We have no doubt he is a very nice young 
man in his way, but he is very recently from 
his books. ‘There is an unavoidable sug- 
gestion of the Sophomore about him, and he 
has but a limited knowledge of applied me- 
chanics. It is somewhat unbecoming in him, 
therefore, to summarily dispose of men old 
enough to be his father, who knew a score of 
years ago more than he does now, and who 
have probably forgotten more about prac- 
tical building than Mr. Porrzn has yet had 
time to learn. His accidental elevation to 
his present position scarcely warrants his ef- 
fort to snub seven gentlemen who have 
supervised the erection of a great part of 
the handsomest and most substantially-built 
city—New Chicago—on this continent. It is 
still more unworthy for him to attempt to 
impugn their motives. 

As to young Mr. Porrrr’s criticisms of 
Tun Trisuns, we can only remember that he 
is even less competent toreview journalism 
than he is to pass judgment upon architec- 
ture. Tue Trreunz acquiesced in young Mr. 
Porres’s attitude relative to the Custom- 
House so long as it believed his assertions to 
be correct and his motives unselfish. But as 
it has come to be pretty evident that young 
Mr. Porrzr jumped at his conclusions, his 
obstinacy in abidigg by them tends to ton- 
firm the suspicion already strongly suggest- 
ed, that a discreditable ambition lurks behind 
his purpose to have the Custom-House walls 
torn down. Young Mr. Porr wants to 
draw some new plans himself, and appears 
to be willing not only to tear down the walls of 
the Custom-House for that purpose, but also 
to throw away all the material that has accu- 
mulated. He then desires to draw the stone 
for his new building from the granite of 
Maine, and erect a structure that will 
make the Chicago architects open their eyes. 
We have no opjection to young Mr. Porrrn’s 
reforming the architecture of the world, but 
we object to his doing it at public expense. 
The people of Chicago really can’t afford to 
pay a million or two of dollars even to confer 
this great boon upon mankind. 

As regards a Congressional investigation, 
we can tell young Mr. Porrxn just what that 
will amount to, which may be information to 
him in view of his limited political experi- 
ence. Congress will appoints committe of 
seven; it always does. This committee of 
seven will be made up of five Democratic 
sharps and two Republican flats, selected by 
a Democratic Speaker. Five Democrats will 
be selected who have nothing but the “ good 
of the party” at heart; two Republicans will 
be chosen who cannot see through a grindstone 
with a hole in the centre, if such can be 
found in Congress. The seven will come out 
to Chicago, and summon witnesses, all at 
Government expense. They will then spend 
a month or so in taking testimony, which will 
be written out by short-hand reporters and 
printed in a volume about the size of Wes- 
steRr’s unabridged, all at Government expense. 
Then the five Democratic members will write 
a long-winded indictment, in which they will 
insist that the climax of Republican iniquity 
is the responsibility of that party for the bad 
character of the Chicago subsoil. The two 
Republican members will enter a feeble pro- 
test, in which they will set forth that the 
Democratic party is, as a matter of fact, more 
responsible for the bad character of Chicago 
underground than the Republican party. 
Here is a grave issue, which Congress will 
discuss for a few weeks at a cost of 
$10,000 a day to the American people. 
Finally, the testimony, reports, and debates 
will be ordered to be printed, subsequently 
to find their way into the hands of the old- 
paper dealers, and the disposition of the mat- 
ter will be relegated to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, with power to act, with a uni- 
versal howl on the part of the Democratic 
press against the infamy and corruption of 
the Republican party, as illustrated by Chi- 
cago clay. 

And, after all this, we don’t see how 
young Mr. Porrzr will be any better off 
than heis now, while the people of this 
country will be a good deal worse off. We 
shall not hold Secretary Bristow responsible 
for young Mr. Porrzr’s immature mouth- 
ings, and accredit him with sense enough 
to yield to the argument of facts, as we be- 
lieve him to be actuated by the purest mo- 
tives. He is not incumbered with an am- 
bition to remodel the architecture of America, 
and has arrived at an age when he recognizes 
that he does not stand alone in the world. 


HAS THERE BEEN CONTRACTION :? 

We showed in a previous article that the 
greenbacks and National Bank notes now 
outstanding exceeded, by $78,754,588, the 
amount afloat April 1, 1866. The volume. of 
currency has therefore been expanded to that 
amount, and the contraction which is accused 
af having caused the present hard times 
never took place, and therefore cannot have 
caused it. In this demonstration we under- 
stated, rather than overstated, the real ex- 
pansion since the close of the War. We pro- 
pose to show to-day that the currency has 
been inflated o a considerably greater extent 
than was stated in our previous article. 

The American Encyclopesdia for 1865 con- 
tains a long article on the Finances of the 
United States. In the course df it, the pa- 
per circulation on Oct. 31, 1865, is given at 
$734,218,038.20. Thissum is made up of 
the following items: 


The last item should not appear in this ta- 
ble. It represents the part of the compound. 
interest notes which was supposed to be 
in circulation as currency. The fact of the 
case is that none of these notes were cur- | 
rency, properly speaking. They occasionally 
changed hands in the settlement of debts, 
but they did so as State, city, or railroad 
bonds sometimes do to-day. A debtor hands 
over 3 lot of interest-bearing securities in 
discharge of an old account, but the securi- 
ties do not form part of the circulating me- 
dium of ths country called money. When 
Jax Govtp handed $7,000,000 in stocks and 
bonds to the Erie Company, the currency 


two years after issue, they were worth $1.12} 
to the $1; and in three years each $1 of 
face value represented $1.19. They could be 
sold at very nearly these rates at any broker's 
office. Under these circumstances, the aver- 
age American was not foolish enough to pay 
his debts with compound-interest notes. 
The last item should be stricken out of the 
table. But in order to meet all cavils, we 
will adopt the Encyclopedia’s figures without 
reserve and consider the currency outstand- 
ing Oct. 81, 1865, as amounting to $734,- 
218,088, | 

It is important to remember that the 
$-mark used here does not mean constitu- 
tional, hard money, par dollars, bht war-meas- 
ure or greenback scrip. A circulating me- 
dium is to be reckoned, not by the number or 
denominations of bits of paper with nom- 
inal values stamped upon them, but by pur- 
chasing power. If the money circulating in 
an Illinois county in 1875 will buy 100,000 
bushels of wheat, while the amount circulat- 
ing in 1874 would only buy 75,000 bushels, 
the county has more currency this year than 
it had last, no matter whether its inhabitants 
are handling more or less bits of paper. The 


use of money "—of no matter what kind 


is as a medium of exchange. Therefore, the 
more the currency of a country will exchange 
for, the greater its amount is. In order to 
compare the currency outstanding Oct. 31, 
1865, with that in circulation now, we must 
reduce both amounts to the only common de- 
nominator,—gold value. On the last day of 
October, ten years ago, gold was quoted 
at 1453 to 1464 (New Am. Encyclopedia, 
1865, p. 847) — % 146. That is, the green- 
back was worth 68 cents on the dollar. A 
dollar bill would serve as the medium for ex- 
changing or purchasing 68 cents’ worth of 
food, fuel, or clothing, or any other com- 
modity,—nothing more. The $-mark of the 
table stands for 68, not 100, cents. Ths 
$734, 218,038. 20 in circulation Oct. 31, 1865, 
therefore amounted, in purchasing power, to 
$499, 268,265.97, and no more. 

In order to discover whether or not there 
has been inflation, we have only to find out 
(1) the amount of currency now outstanding 
and (2) its purchasing power. The follow- 
ing table gives thefirst of these data:

These figures are for July 1, 1875. We 
have not the amounts for Aug. 1, but they 
are known to be a little more. July 1, 1875, 
the greenback dollar was worth 85 cents. 
Gold was quoted at 1169 and 117. The cur- 
rency in circulation, therefore, had a purchas- 
ing power of $653, 468,083.93. 

As the result of this investigation, we have 
the following trustworthy table: 

Circulation Oct. 31, 1865, worth............$499,268,265 
Circulation July 1, 1876, worth. . . 663,463,083 

Which shows an expansion of value of. 164,190,818 

There are other items still which might be 
given in order to show that the net expansion 
has been even greater than this. Thus the 
change in the National-Banking law a year 
ago released some $60,000,000 of greenbacks 
previously locked up in the bank reserves, 
transferred them to the active circulating me- 
dium, and so practically expanded the cur- 
rency to that amount. But we are content 
to cast aside these points of expansion for 
the time being. We have thus demonstrated 
an expansion of over $150,000,000 of curren- 
cy purchasing power since the close of the 
War, instead of the contraction of $1,500,- 
000,000, as the reckless Cincinnati nguirer 
asserts, or $1,000,000,000, as a Bloomington 
idiot affirms. As there has been no contrac 
tion, will some one rise and explain how con- 
traction caused the panic of 1873 and plunged 
the country into hard times ?

A CHICAGO VESSEL WRECKED. 

Special Inepatch to The Chacago Tribune 
Granp Haven, Mich., Aug. 6.—The heaviest 
wind-storm of the season commenced yesterday 
forencon, and has since continued with un- 
diminished violence. The wind blew from the 
southwest, veering to the west in the evening, 
when rain commenced falling, which has since 
continued, the wind veering to the northwest 
this morniog, where it still remains. The Signal 
Service reports the maximum velocity of the 
wind thie moruimg at over 40 miles an hour. No 
cautionary storm signal has been displayed, the 
barometer rising slowly all day. The only iu- 
rtant damage re is that of the schooner 
abeile, Capt. Peter Youngston, of Chicago, 
bound from Muskegon to — — lumber, 
lath, and pickets from Farris, uglas & Co. 
to Busb, Hill 4 Co. The vessel sprung a leak 
after leaving Muskegon harbor, and when she 
arrived here was so badly waterlogged as to re- 
fuse to miod helm, when she was tossed about 
at the mercy of the increasing heavy sea, at last 
ing on the beach south of the harbor en- 
trance, dismasting herself. The steward, who 
attempted to swim ashore, was drowned. The 
Captaia suffered severe injury. The men were 


in the water two hours, lashed to the vessel, be- 


fore being rescued. The Captain of the stcamer 
Amazon, with a life-boat, rescued them about 
10:30 this morning. The vessel now lies a total 
wreck on the beach. Loss, $6,500. Insured. 
The cargo is a total lows. No insurance. 

Several other vessels were obliged to put into 
the harbor to-day for safety, some waterlogged.

Our crop dispatches, already published, present the 
key to the situation. 
bayoc has been already wrought by storms, and great 
damage by the mére gentle rains, which have been 
much too copious over very large areas. The only 
question now is as to the extent of the damage, and 
that extent can only be guessed at now. It is not im. 
probable that the injury is overrated ; but enough loss 
has already been sustained, here and in Europe, to 
fully justify recent excitement, 

Whest is now selling at about 280, and torn at ge, 
more than s year ago. The present ratio of prices per 
w is as 10 to6, which is a wider difference than the 
average of the past two years. From this it is argued 
by some that corn must advance or wheat go down. 
That inference ia not, however, necessarily a correct 
one, 

Dry goods were dealt in sparingly. Beyond supply- 
ing current trade requirements, there was no consid. 
erable movement, and the amount of goods distribut- 
ed, comparatively, was amal. In values there were 
no important fluctuations. The grocery market was 
devoid of change, both staple and side articles being 
steaity and firm as previously quoted. There was a 
free movement in both lake and salt-water cured 
fish, and, at the revised quotations of the 
day before, the tome of the market was steady and firm. 
The dried-fruit market presented substantially the 
game features as on the preceding days of the week. 
Turkish prunes continue scarce here and at the 
East, and are advancing,—wow heid at Nc. Apples 
rem in firm at the advance noted at the beginning of 
the week. Otber fruits were nominally steady. 
butter trade continues active, with prices firm. Cheese 
is held a e higher, and is in fair request at the ad- 
vance, There was little or no change in the coal and 
wood market. Bagging was firm at 3lc for Stark, 30c 
for Lewiston, and 28% for American, The market 
for linseed oi] was less excited, but the holders were 
firm in their views, and the late advance was fully 
maintained, Turpentine was le higher. Other oils 
were unchanged. 

The wholesale lumber market was quiet, owimeg to 
light offerings, Tie first sales of piece stuff at $8.50 
were recorded yesterday, At the yards the usual busi- 
ness was reported at unchanged prices. The wool 
market continues dull, the orders being limited in 
number and restricted to coarse and medium grades, 
which are steady under moderate supplies, Broom- 
corn continues firm, in consequence of the storm dam- 
age to the Ohle crop and the prospect of only a fair 
yield elsewhere. Hides were steady, and damaged 
stock is rm, being wanted to fill orders for export. 
There was a good deal of excitement in timothy seed, 
and prices for cash advanced 203 Ge; there“ was also 
an urgent thquiry for options. The bad weather 
brought in a good many buying orders. Vegetables 
were dull and irragularly lower on the street, Green 
fruits were easier, except peaches and some varieties 
of berries which are passing out of the market, 
Poultry was steady, except small springs, which were 
more plenty. Eggs were quiet. 

LUMBER. 

Mr. A. G. Van Schaick contributes a valuable article 
to the current number of the Northwestern Lumber. 
man, showing the evils which now beset the lumber 
trade, and pointing out the way to restore prosperity. 
The following extracts are made; 

The extreme dullness of trade at all the principal 
lumber centers is not unexpected, and is the direct 
result of disregarding the weil-known condition of the 
market, and the over-proiaction of logs when each 
manufacturer kuew that the only hope of profit was 
in an actual reduction of business as compared to 1874. 

The business of last year was uaprofiteble to both 
manufacturer and yard dealers, Very low rates of 
water 4 alone saved manufacturers 
from a lar and yard dealers suffered a large 
shrinkage im the value of their piled lumber during 
the first half of the year, besides being compelled to 
give longer credits toan usual during the whole of it, 

The immense fects at the Chicago Lumber Ex- 
change docks for forced sule at the present losing 
prices show too plainly that lumber manufacturers are 
very hard up,” and that they have. actually lost con- 
tro’ of thew business. This 18 really the worst feature 
of the trade at present. 

To haul legs sufficient to stock a saw-mill for two 
seasons would not be unbusiness-like or injurious to 
the trade, and had lumbermen sufficient capital to 
carry the logs hauled the past winter, no harm would 
have come to this year’s business, It is the utter in- 
ability of mill-owners to control their affairs that is 
now. working the greatest injury, and which threatens 
the future prosperity of the whole trade. The amount 
of indebtedness being floated by lam ber manufacturers 
must be very large, as they seem inclined to cancel it 
by marketing their timber, either at cost or less, and 
alee seem inclined to continue their present volume of 
busifiess apparently to keep their paper alive by a 
„ kiting process. 

The many prosperous seasons, during and subse- 
quent tothe great Rebeilion, ana the unusual demand 
for lamber efter the Chicago fire, ave of course the di- 
rect causes for too much machinery and the present 
overstock, 

Successful nmbermen, Uke farmers, desire all the 
land that adjoins them, and have in many instances 
purchased too much land, generally on moderate 
credit, expecting the umber to make the 3 4s 
they mature. When prices of lumber decline, they 
actually inerease sawing, as more lumber is required 
from whica to make their payments, 

Having reduced the sawing of our company’s mills 
one-fifth for the present year, contrary to the general 
rule, 1 have learned that we can conduct our business 
to better advantage, and at the same time rétain that 
amount of . for more prosperous years, 
Should the larger firms and companies reduce their 
business but oue-fifth for 1876, they would receive the 
same emount of money for their limber that the 
larger production would return to them, and save 
immensely in cost of production. 

Do not advocate any combination among manufac- 
turers for a reduction, but let each firm and company 
combine with itgelf aul its best interest, and reduce 
ail they possibly can themselves without regard to 
others, Such @ voluntary curtailment must be made 
or there is no escape from uch s revulsion in lumber 
as ihe history of the trade does not record,

THE POWER OF ATTORNEY 

from A. D. Harrell and his wife, Ellen O’Hara 
Harrell, to Westfall and Baker, dated Dec, 23, 
1858. His object was to show that this instru- 
ment contained the same clause as that contain- 
ed in the paper offered in evidence by the prose- 
cution. He further offered in evidence a second 
power of attorney from A. D. and Mrs. Helen 
O’H. Harrell to Benjamin Lombard, dated 
April 14, 1864, and received a month later 
in Hancock County. The power of attorney 
also contained the sweeping clause relative to 
all lands in the State to which the. Harrells had 
any claim. He also offered in evidence a revo- 
cation of the power of attorney issued by the 
Harrells to Benjamin Lombard, Jr., under date 
of April 20, 1864, and recorded the 26th of the 
same month: Also a power of attorney recorded 
in Brown County Jan. 3, 1873.

There may be various ways to proceed to organize 
the local clubs, Your Committee have general power 
in the matter. It is desirable, however, that the mode 
should be as nearly uniform throughout the city and 
county as possible, and, in view of this fact, the fol- 
lowing system is recommended: The members of 
your Committee, each in his own neighborhood, can 
take down upon the biank lists, which are herewith in- 
closed, the names of such men in the ward ae desire 
to unite with the Ward Club, When your Committee 
have obtained a satisfactory number of names, which 
should not be less than 100 in the ward, your Commit- 
tee should call a meeting of the persons who have 
signed the lists, by sending them notices of the time 
and place, This meeting can elect the officers and 
committees of the Club, and the organization will 
be complete. This modeis believed to be the most 
practicable, It is almost impossible at this season of 
the year, with no election immediately at hand, 
to & public meeting at first which will 
out a great many of our most wortby and effici 
friends, The system above suggested would be suffi- 
cient for the purpose of organization, but when the

A thorough trial dur- 
ing several years and under different city ad- 
ministrations must bave convinced Chicago mer- 
chants to their cost that mo dependance can be 
placed in the detective corps, which, when it be- 
came mercenary, lost its self-respect and public 
value. Animated no ionger by a worthy pride 
and zeal to ferret out crime, recover lost prop- 
erty, and rid the city of midnight foes, the de- 
tectives look on at crime with almost the indif- 
ference of parties unconcerned, or, if concerned, 
seem pleasurably impressed with the dismay 


thet rogues have caused in quiet, peaceful 


homes. The detectives feign surprise when in- 
formed that this or that house has been entered 
and pillaged, and have to be urged to make a 
note of it, but as to taking steps to arrest the 
rogues, that is not to be thought of until money 
is placed in their palms. Chicago merchants 
should no longer employ the present force, but 
organize a detective force of their own. The 
expenditure of $5,000 to $10,000 in this direction 
would be a net profit of $100,000 per annum, to 
say nothing of the moral gain to the city in pro- 
tected homes and personal security. .

Correspondence of The Chicaco Tribune, 
Wiespapes, Germany, July 21. 1875.—Ap ar- 
ticle in An Tuisuns of June 28, entitled The 
Decline of an Empire,” moves me to write some 
“of the impressions gained during @ six weeks’ 
gojouro iD England,—the seat of the Empire re- 
ferred vo.

ge baye been attributed to her, although it was 
esteemed something offensive in England for 
goybody to hold this view,—so thoroughly were 
gli classes aod all political schools committed to 
the belief that a speedy descent of the legions 
of Deutschland upon ‘sufferiug France or trem- 
bling Belgium, or both, was contem- 
plated at Berlin. I have taken some 
deins to inquire of well-informed, dis- 
interested persons in Gernmuy. andIam as- 
gored that Prince Bismarck’s disclaimer of the 
brutal role assigned to him by the English press 
was perfectly sincere.

ma:ch an invading force against Antwerp. If 


England has ceased to be a military power, her 
naval supremacy is more mark now than 
ever before in ber history. In this 
arm of warfare she is probably 
a match for all other nations combined, and the 
only conjunction of circumstances likely to 
threaten her supremaéy would be the addition of 
the nautical genius and resources of 
THE LOW COUNTRIES 
to the military prowess of Germany or France. 


This would be a real danger to England. The: 


fleets of a future De Ryyter or Von Tromp co- 
operating with the leg.onsof a future Von 
Moltke would constitute an irresistible power in 
Europe. Eagland would be bound to prevent 
such a conjunction at all bazards. It is difficult 
to see bow even Bussia could tolerate it. Nothing 
that sbe could gain on the . Bosphorus would 


compensate her for the creation of a power 


capable of shutting the Baltic in her face. 

A war grounded upon these issues would be 
one of 

LONG DURATION. 

The mere seizure of Belgium by Germany would 
be only the prelude. That England would have 
at least one Continental ally only too eager to 
fight needs no argument to show. France is not 
vet ready for a reopening of bostilities, but if 
hostilities should be reopened for her, with the 
money, the ships, and the war material of En- 
gland thrown into tue balance on her side, 
she would give a bloody accouot of herself, | 
and it is more thikely that in the 
end she would recover Alsace and Lorraine than 
that Germany would be able to retain Belgium. 
Indeed, Belgium. as @ base of operations, is al- 
most indispensable to France in any attempt to 
recover those provinces. Without such a base, 
or without some strong ally on the German 
flank, it is pretty safe to say that the youngest 
child now living will not see Alsace and Lorraine’ 
again under French rule. The statesmen of 
Germany understaud all this, and they wiil be 
slow indeed to give Belgium asa base of opera- 
tions to France, or to provide her with the one 
ally who :cight seize the mouths of the Elbe, tue 
Weser, and the Oder. 

I have remarked that the resources of Great 
Britain are 

ENORMOUSLY GREATER 

now than they were during the struggle with 
Napoleon. As far as London exceeds any other 
European Capital in population, wealth, and 
commercial importance, eo far does the ability 
of England to continue a war once @®gun tran- 
scend that of any Continental Power. Only the 
thoughtless, the unreflecting, the ill-informed, 
will measure a nation’s war- power by the num- 
ber of wea she can send to the field. By that 
measure even Italy ought to be counted the 
equal of England, The almighty dollar is just 
as influential a factor now as it was in Louis 
XIV.'s time, when that predatory monarch 
observed that the last gold-piece would decide 
the war of the Spanish succession. Ip any war 
likelv to grow out of the Belgien question, Ea- 
gland would infallibly hold the last dollar. and 
have a good many to spare after everybody eise 
had passed under the hammer. An impression 
seems to exist in the United States that Ger- 
many isa very rich country. Here in Gecmaay 
a contrary opinion prevails; but everybody will 
tell you that the United States is a very rich 
country. In point of fact, both countries are in 


extremely indigent circumstances compared with 


England. 

It is a singular circumstance that the United 
States has been takeu into the account as 

ONE OF THE FACTORS 

in a possible war be:ween England and Ger- 
many—not publicly, but in the private discus- 
gious of statesmen. My opinion has been asked 
more than once whether, in such an event, the 
United States Government would allew cru’sers 
to be buiit and sent out from American ports to 
prey upon English commerce. I have replied 
that, if we shouid, we could find a good British 
precedent for such proceedings, —that, neverthe- 
less, the traditions of our Government were very 
strongly opposed to such violations of neutraii- 
ty,—that this fact, together with our liability in 
dollars and cents for the depredations 
of such cruisers, would probably outweigh any 
disposition to commend the ingredients of the 
poisoned chalice to Bntannia’s ups,—but, on the 
other hand, that the large German population in 


the Uniced States would bring a pressure to bear. 


upou political parties which it might be difficult 
to resist, and that this pressure might be rein- 
forced to some extent by the Irish. I think En- 
gland would bave greater apprehensions for her 
commerce from America in such a war than from 
Germany. In this view of the case if is 
fortunste for us, as well as for the 
princioal parties concerned, that such à war is 
not likely to occur. In point of fact, Belgium“ 
and Holland, insignificant as they appear on the 
map, are necessary to the 
BALANCE OF POWER 

in Europe, and they cannot be ravished without 
a convulsion of the civilized world. However 
cohvenient it would be for Germany to have 
Antwerp and Rotterdam added to ber maritime, 
possessi0ns, she will have to make shift without 
them. The German people are among the last 
in the world to wage wars of aggression. They’ 
aro a conscientious people, and they hate war 
per se; and, although the German Goverament 
is not much in the habit of consulting the peo- 
ple when it goes to war, I can see no evidence 
that it has apy, even the smallest, designs 
upon its non-German neighbors. Its energies 
are abundantly and well employed in combatting 
the pretensions of the Vatican upon its own soil, 
While some of its acts are tyrannical and un- 
necessary, the work. in its general scope, was 
pushed upon its hands by the intolerable aa- 
sumptions of the Papacy, whose aggres#iveness 
abroad seems to be in proportion to its incapa- 
city and humiliation at home. Germany needs 
peace at the present time far more than England. 
She needs time for digestion. Lat us hope that 
she may have it. 

There are nosigns of the Decline of an Em- 
pire visible to the naked eye in England. On 
the contrary, the signs are indicative of perma- 
nent and progressive good health. I will enu- 
merate a few of them. A few years ago there 
was nothing in Enogiand corresponding to our 

COMMON-8CHOOL BYSTEM.

thas I notice is the trivial and diminishing 
BATE OF TAXATION 

borne by the people. I find by examination and 
comparison that the rates“ imposed for local 
purposes in Loudon which correspond to our 
State and municipal taxes are not more than 
one-fourth what they are in Chicago. Tne 
Church rates are included in this showiaog. 
„Our taxation,” said a London finaucier, “ is 4 
mere bagatelle, which nobody feels.” 80 I 
thought, upon learning that the total amount of 
taxes paid by him on a lot of 70 feet front and a 
two-story brick house thereon, in the vicinity of 
Tufnel Park, London, was £11 per annum. 
Many Chicago householders pay more than that 
on their furnitare alone. The indirect 
taxes are correspondingly light. Customs du- 
ties are imposed ouly on ten or a dozen articles. 
Trade is free., and the nation’s energies left to 
find out their healthiest development, trammeled 
by no clogs and stimulated by po bounties. 

I have remarked that the Government of En- 
gland ig more republican in fact (though not in 
form) than ours, and have given my reasons for 
saying so. I did not say that it was.more demo- 
cratic. Of course a country where all the peo- 
ple vote is more democratic than one where 
a portion are excluded from the suffrage. The 
House of Commons is the legislative and execu- 
tive power of England. Royalty and nobility 
have become mere forms, and, being such, are 
likely to last longer than if they were facts, or 
powers capable of asserting a distinct and inde- 
pendent existence. King, Lords, and Commons, 
are three in one, and that one is the Commons. 
I will not now consider Whether this form of 
government is better than ours, but I bave no 
hesitation in saying that it is better for England. 
It possesses ao elasticity and adaptability which 
a tripartite Government, consisting of Presi- 
dent, Senate, and House, more or less at cross- 
purposes with each other, cannot obtain. There 
is no visible element of decay in it. 

But what about land-monopoly? Are not the 
seeds of dissolution to be found in the 

SYSTEM OF LAND-TENURE, 
which puts great estates in the hands of a few 
persons, aud divorces the many from any inter- 
est in the soil except as tenants and hirelings? 
My own prejudices were very stroog upon this 
point, until I discovered that agriculture in Eu- 
gland has become a trade, carried on with large 
capital by individuals, companies, and firms, and 
pursued for profit, like paper-making, ship- 
building, iron-paddiing, etc. To illustrate: A 
casual acquaintance whom I met in London, and 
whom I took to a Government employe, in 
reply to a question which I put to him about 
the crop prospects, said: 1 am _ culti- 
vating a thousand acres in Berkshire,” and 
80, from the standpoint of a land-mopopolist,” 
who did not own a square foot of terra firms 
himself, he proceeded to give me the latest ad- 
vices regarding the hay, oats, wheat. and other 
crops on his farms. This man had taken leases 
from the proprietors, or bought them from 
small farmers, till he had acquired as much as 
be could manage, and bad gone into the basi- 
ness on speculaion, patting in a working capi- 
tal of ten to fifteen pounds per acre. It is this 
man and the likes of him who stand between the 
poor man and any ownership or interest ia the 
soil. When farming has resgched a point 
where 3 capital of fifty to seventy- 
five dollars per acre in machinery, 
buildings. cattle, manures, and wages is required 
to carry it on successfully, it is ide to say that 
the tenant is liable to be oppressed by the land- 
lord. It is like saying that a man who waats to 


manufacture paper on Rock River is liable to be 


oppressed by the water-power company—that is, 
that he is incapable of making his own bargain. 
Land is worth, for purposes of cultivation, in 
England, a certain sum per acre, according to 
location, fertility, eto., and that sum will be paid 
for it whether it be owned by A, B, or C, and 
whether it be owned in ten-acre tracts or thou- 
sand-acre tracts. The accumulation of capital 
in Englaud has become so great. and the owner- 
ship of landis so highly esteemed, that if all the 
land were 

ARBITRARILY DIVIDED 
amaug the heads of families pro rata to-mor- 
row, the process of dispossessing the mass aad 
conceotrating their boldiogs in the hands of the 
few would begin the day after, and by a perfectly 
natural action. The rich would begin to buy 
out the poor. After reaching this conclusion 
through my own observations, I asked some ot 
those Englishmen who are known as. land-re- 
formers whether this process would not prob- 
ably result from an equal division of land, sup- 
posing such a division were practicable. The 
reply was invariably in the aflirmative. What 
is wanted in the way of iland-reform 
in England is mainly a change in the 
laws of primogeniture, entail; and trusts, 
and a suitaple sdmuwistration of the 
commons aod waste lands, of which there is atill 
a very large amount scattered all over tha King- 
dom, Surely no division of land fs wanted 
which would result merely in substituting one 
set of large proprietors for another set,—Baron 
Rothschild, for iustaace, in place of the Marquis 
of Ripon. Whatever may have been the evils 
of land-monopoly in the past, and they were un- 
doubtedly great, they have been swallowed up 
in the general amehoration of the times, and 
‘*land-mounopoly” is no longer a source of dan- 
ger or decay. Uuder this head it should be re- 
marked that 

AGRICULTURE 

has improved greatly in England in late years, 
aud has reached a stage of perfection far be- 
vond aaything I have ever seen in the United 
States. The only place on the Continent where 
I have seen av equal Iuxuriance of crops is in 
Belgium. The field of Waterloo is loaded as 
richiy with the gifts of Ceres as it was once 
gorged with the spoils of Mars. English culti- 
vaiors, however, contend that agriculture has 
not yet reached its maximum of efficiency 
among them, and they are interrogating the 
earth with pew experiments all the time. If 
Iilinois wants to train a really capable corps of 
instructors for her Agricultural College, I would 
advise sending themto England for a year or 
two. In this way we might not only learn some- 
thing about farming, but also get nd of some of 
that self-conceit for which our Agricultural Pro- 
fessors are justly celebrated. 

There is still much to be said about the union 
of Church and State, the Colonial system, 
the Irish question, and holic ques 
tion, a6 ble germs of decay; but 
this letter has been drawn out to uureasona- 
ble length omy A I have written enough to 
show, as I think, that the British Empire is not 
in a state of Decline. I may add that it is not 
the interest of Yankee Doodle that it should be,

FLORIDA. 


Some of the Advantages of Settlement 
in the Neighborhood of Live Oak. 
Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Lrve Oak, Fla., July 29.—Since I came to this 
State I have endeavored to learn the truth, and 
the whole truth, about the climate, productions, 
and health of the country. This year is univers- 
ally acknowledged to be unusually dry and warm. 
During the winter we did not have more than 
half-a-dozen frosts severe enough to kill corn. 
Sometimes, I am told, ice freezes an inch thick. 
Until the middle of June there was no oppress- 
ive weather; but since that date it has 
been dry, and the heat somewhat try- 
ing. Still, Northern men would scarce- 
ly object to it. I do not. There is nearly 
always a cool breeze from the Gulf; and if one 
keeps in the shade there is no difficulty—one can 
be comfortable. But, the enn being so nearly 
overhead, the sand becomes decidedly warm, and 
I imagine it would be hot picking cotton at nooa- 
day. This is 


Still. we average only about one shower of rain 
aweek. The ground is dry, and corn and cotton 
are suffering. Instead of 44 inches rainfall this 
year, there will not probably be 30 inches. Every- 
body says they have never known such a dry and 
hot season. 

The extreme beat at noon in the shade, up to 

date, is 99°¢ deg.; usually it is from 80 to 90. 
The nights are always cool,— not cold, but com- 
fortable for sleeping with doors and windows 
open. I hear of very little sickness, and person- 
ally I had as soon risk my health here as in the 
North. I have had no reason to change ‘my 
opinion of the general heaith of the country. 

The character of the soil is a mystery to me. 
It is sandy, yet fertile. The pine woodland re- 

uires fortilizi izing to produce well. It is evident 
that the tropical and semi-tropical

can be raised here in great abundance and per- 
fection, and with as little expense as in any part 
of the world. The facilities for market are 
quite superior. While a farmer woula become 
poor at raising corn and cotton, he ought to get 
rich by raising fruits, vegetables, cattle, horses, 
aad sheep.

If you imagine it is the 
railroads, you are d—dly mistaken; and if Inn 
Tammo thinks the old system of Board 
of Trade inspection was better than that 
now in force, it isa d—d sight worse deceived. 
1 know al) about that; I've been there; and Sam 
Medill knows about it; aud be knows that 
Board-of-Trade mspection was in the hands of 
the d—dest set of thieves you could scare up; 
and be knows of at least ope man who spent 
two years in vain endeavors to break it up. You 
neecn’t call his name, but he knows 
him well. I will give you one 
instance in my own experience with that Boaad. 
I purchased several car-loads of fine wheat of a 
a farmer, put it in bins by itself, cleaned it, and 
put io cars, all at the same time, On the way to 
Chicago the cars got separated, and went into 
Chicago in three different trains. That wheat, 
every bushel of it, weighed 56% pounds. The 
standard of No. 2 wheat was then 62 
pounds. That wheat was inspected as 
No. 2, rejected, and condemned, but 
one car going as No. 2. At another time I sent 
there 4,000 bushels of corn. It was selected with 
great care by myself, and was extra corn. When 
it arrived, I was notified by a friend that it was 
being inspected as rejected and condemne® 1 
went to Chicago, and reshipped it to Tolede, 
where it was inspected at No. 2. which at that 
time was equal to No. 1 in Chicago. 
So this thing went on, and 
shippers were at the mercy of the rasen s. 
There was no justice about it; it was downright 
swindling : and the warehousemen were at the 
bottom of it, as they probably are now, if the 
truth was known. It don't take much to eweet- 
en’ some men nowadays,—or a great many men, 

for that matter. Tue worst feature about it is, 
you can’t detect it unless somebody aqueels. It 
may goon for ten years if they please. III 
tell you one of the tricks. An Inepector comes 
to a car which he isin doubt about as to its be- 
ing fully a high grade or the next lowen He 
finally marks it the lower grade, tacks bis card 
on it, and somewhere on the car puis a private 
mark. It goes into the warehouse, and there. 
instead of going into the lower grade, goes into 
the next higher, which makes quite a 
d.fference when you do it twenty 
times a day. But I got even with 
the rascals before I quit, you bet; and other 
shippers went into the business of self-protec- 
tion. I have seen bushels of sand poured into 
wheat in bins, aod it went into Chicago and was 
weighed out with the wheat. That was the only 
recourse we had against the d—d swindlers. 
They ruined the business, and it is they who 
have given Western wheat such a disrop- 
utable name. It is no wonder shippers 
are anxious to find some other market, like Mil- 
wankee or Toledo, ‘where inspection is done on 
business principles, and the shipper bas some 
richts which warehousemen and inspectors are 
bound to respect. Don’t charge it on the rail- 
roads that they discriminate so as to produce 
this result. Every grain-dealer kaows better,”

The celebrated English engraver, whose life 
and works give occasion to this little volume, 
was born in London, Jan. 29,1749. His father 
was a gunsmith, with conmiderable repute for 
skill in his craft, aod the son manifesting at 
an early age a strong taste for drawing, it was 
determined to instruct him in that branch of 
engraving which is applied to the ornamentation | 
of firearms. The lad was therefore apprenticed 
toa Mr. Longman, from whom he received the 
elements of his art education. At the con- 
clusion of his term of service, he established 
business on his own account. and immediately 
took up the regular work of an engraver. The 
success of bis first essaye was full of encourage- 
ment, and settled at once the line of art to which 
be should devote himself. At the age of 36 he 
produced what is considered his best work, 
“The Doctors of the Church,” after Guido 
Reni, which secured bim a place at the head of 
the historical engravers of England, 

As an engraver of portraits, Mr. Sharp was 
equally famous. His engraving of Jobn Hunter, 
after Sir Joshua Reynolds, dated 1788, was pro- 
nounced by Charles Sumner tue foremost por- 
trait in English art, and the coequal companion 
of the great portraits of the past.” The portrait

Neverthe- 
less, its acknowledged merits warrant the issue 
of a new edition, as the greater part of its in- 
forma: ion has remained unaffected by the prog- 
reas of scientific discovery, and its style loses 
nove of its brut and attractive qualities by 
the lapse of time. The author is well known 
to the student of natural history by many 
delightful volumes treating in 2 ileara- 
ed and yet faminar way of the 
strange and interesting objects on land 
and in the sea that make this earth 
one vast and exhaustiess museum of curiosities. 
Mr. Gosse is a poet at heart, and keenly suscepti- 
ble to the esthetic aspects of every subject un- 
der observation. So, when he is intent upon 
tue investigations of natural science, éareful as 
he may be to accumulate and verify facts, he 
pauses to enjoy the myriad pictures and poems 
that are ever io view, and takes pains to repro- 
duce them, along with more substantial and use- 
fui data, for the gratification of bis reader. 

The iopics discussed in the present work are 
grouped according to appropriate relationships 
under such heads as The Vast, The Memorable, 
The Minute, The id. The Terrible, end The 
Unknown. A multitude of entertaining statis- 
tics are thus set forth In a fashion pleasantly 
calculated to engage persons of ordinary intelli- 
gence and fead them on to more serious inqui- 
ries into the realms of natural history. 


aod ranks with the John Hunter as a noble 
work of art. lt is worthy of remark 
that Mr. Sharp cherished the sin- 
gular conceit that every masculine face bears a 
resemblance to some bird or beast, takiug the 
likeness from an iunate trait of character that 
allies the human to the brute counteaance. For 
instance, iu the physiognomy of the man of 
brave and generous disposition he saw the feat- 
ures of the hon; in the visage of the fierce- 
minded he saw the eagle and the tiger; aud in 
that of the timid and gentie, or of tae aly andthe 
subtle. he saw the lamb or the fox: and so on 
through the range of varied and diverse facial 
expression. 

r. Sharp continued the diligent pursuit of 
his profession almost to the year of his death 
(1824), his latest works, executed after he bad 
passed the age of 70, showing bat little evidence 
of failing powers, There is scanty material of- 
fered in his life for the use of the biograpler, 
noevents of pote beyond the issue of his suc- 
cessive engravipgs distioguishing his career. 
The mos: remarkabie incident of bis history was 
his credalous faith in the divine mission ef 
Richard Brothers and Joanna Southcott, two 
crazy ianwtics who succeeded, by dat of their 
own earnestness, in pers iading many thousands 
of simple-minded folks to become their fol- 
lowers. 

In commenting on this portion of the engrav- 
er's expecience, Ar. Baker finds it hard to recon- 
cile the strapeth of the artist's genius as dis- 
played in his works with the weakness of his 
character as betrayed in the record of his life. 
But the same strange incompatibility is con- 
stantiy presented in the career of persons of a 
high incellectuai typo. The fact that great gen- 
iuses have great faulis has become pro- 
veroial, aud no illustration of the truth 
shonld nowadays surprise us. The 
simplicity, bonesty, and earuestuess, 
that are the most striking traits of genius, have 
caused it to be frequently defined as the child- 
like spirit.” The child and the child-like are 
ever easily beguiled and deluded, yet we no lese 
love and reverence the artless trust and truth 
that render them liable to be caught in every 
wily snare. 

The catalogue of Mr. Sbarp’s engravings, as 
compiled bv Mr. Baker, includes 231 works. I 
is the first descriptive list of his prints that has 
been presented, and will be valued by those who 
are interesved in this department of art.

It is devoid, 
too, of the mystical element in idea and expres- 
sion that commonly characterizes the discourses of 
the disciples of the New Dispensation, rendering 
them to the uninitiated very difficult of compre- | 
hension. its tender ecarnesiness is quite 
equaled by its simplicity of style and the co- 
herence of ifs statements.
